My  Lord, 

Though  personally  unknown  to  your 
Lordship,  the  writer  of  the  following  pages  presumed 
to  solicit  the  honour  of  being  permitted  to  dedicate 
them  to  your  Lordship,  with  a view  to  obtain  the  high 
sanction  of  your  Lordship's  Name,  to  the  promotion  of 
the  Charity  which  it  is  their  object  to  recommend,  and 
which  might  raise  for  the  departed  Princess,  whose 
loss  they  deplore,  a monument,  that  should  at  once 
perpetuate  in  every  part  of  the  Empire,  the  recollection 
of  her  Virtues,  her  untimely  End,  and  her  peculiar 
Fate.  It  cannot  but  greatly  tend  to  recommend  the 
proposed  Charity  to  general  adoption,  to  state  that  your 
Lordship's  condescending  acquiescence  was  accompanied 
with  the  expression  of  your  high  approbation  of  it,  as 
likewise  of  the  suggested  mode  of  carrying  it  into  effect  ; 
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and  with  an  intimation  also,  that  a Charity  of  the  like 
description,  and  having  the  like  objects  in  view,  had 
already  been  instituted  in  your  Diocese,  under  a similar 
designation  to  that  suggested  in  the  following  Advertise- 
ment, and  had  your  Lordship’s  countenance  and  cordial 
support.  The  confidence  your  Lordship  was  pleased 
also  to  express,  that  the  Ladies  of  Carmarthen  (amongst 
whom  the  latter  Charity  was  instituted)  would  be 
zealous  to  coalesce  in  the  general  object  suggested, 
affords  a flattering  hope,  that  the  like  reception  and 
patronage  may  be  echoed  from  every  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom. 

My  reason  for  presuming  to  make  the  above  request 
of  your  Lordship,  was  the  consideration,  that  the  Dedi- 
cation could  not  be  more  appropriately  made  than  to  a 
Prelate  of  that  branch  of  the  Kingdom  which  had  the 
honour  of  giving  title  to  the  lamented  Princess,  and 
himself,  like  her, 

“ No  less  in  virtue  than  in  station  high 

for  though  your  Lordship  doubtless  seeks  not  praise 
from  men,  I feel  it  due  to  the  cause  I thus  humbly 
advocate,  and,  with  a view  to  draw  in  aid  the  full  force 
of  example,  to  state,  that  your  Lordship,  feeling  for 
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various  disadvantages  under  which  the  Church  of  Christ 
labours,,  and  peculiarly  in  that  part  of  the  Kingdom  in 
which  your  Diocese  is  situate,,  has  devoted  yourself  and 
your  revenues  to  founding  within  the  latter  an  esta- 
blishment with  collegiate  advantages,  and  exerted  your 
learned  endeavours  to  promote  the  more  general  study  of 
the  Sacred  Book  in  it’s  original  languages,  justly  deem- 
ing it  a qualification  of  nearly  equal  necessity  for  all 
who  in  these  days  aspire  to  the  sacred  office  of  it’s 
expounders,  as  the  miraculous  gift  of  tongues  was  to 
those  who  first  carried  it’s  truths  beyond  the  confines  of 
Judea.  These  works  of  your  Lordship,  resembling  the 
precious  ointment  poured  by  the  pious  and  devoted  Mary 
upon  the  head  of  the  Saviour,  cannot  hut  serve  to  in- 
fluence all  who  shall  duly  appreciate  them,  to  imitate 
her  in  the  humbler  office  which  she  also  performed,  of 
anointing  his  sacred  feet,  by  administering,  as  shg  had 
ever  done  to  his,  to  the  necessities  of  the  lowly  and  dis- 
tressed objects  of  the  proposed  Charity  : and  as  the  typi- 
cal act  alluded  to  was  to  be  recorded  wheresoever  the 
Gospel  should  be  preached,  the  signified  benevolence 
will,  it  may  confidently  be  trusted,  finally  be  found 
inscribed  in  the  same  Book  of  Everlasting  Remembrance 
with  the  virtues  of  that  excellent  Princess  whom  it  shall 
seek  to  commemorate  on  earth.

ADVERTISEMENT. 


The  loss  which  the  Nation  has  of  late  sustained  and  is 
lamenting,  suggested  to  the  mind  of  the  writer  of  the  follow- 
ing lines,  that  the  recommendation  of  a more  substantive 
commemoration  of  it  than  a mere  Poem,  would  find  a ready 
acquiescence  with  a British  Public,  and  than  which  none 
occurred  more  appropriate,  with  reference  to  the  nature  of 
the  event  which  was  the  immediate  cause  of  the  loss,  than 
one  of  the  many  excellent  Charities  of  the  day,  subsisting  in 
the  Associations  for  the  Relief  of  the  Lying-in  Poor  at  their 
own  Habitations,  whose  sufferings  will  too  readily  occur  to 
every  feeling  mind  to  require  to  be  expatiated  upon ; a 
Charity  which,  instead  of  being  confined  to  the  Metropolis, 
or  to  the  walls  of  a building  how  spacious  soever,  might,  with 
the  greatest  facility,  be  extended  to  embrace  not  only  every 
City  and  Town,  but  every  Village  throughout  the  Empire. 
The  Charity  in  contemplation  might  be  made  commemorative 
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of  the  Princess,  whose  loss  we  deplore,  by  some  general 
designation,  as  of  “ The  Princess  Charlotte's  Fund  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Lying-in  Poor”  and  might  also  be  rendered 
permanent,  and  of  more  extensive  publicity  and  utility,  by 
means  of  Committees  reporting  and  communicating  from 
Parochial  Associations  to  the  Committee  of  the  General 
Association  centred  in  the  Metropolis,  and  from  which 
general  Annual  Reports  might  be  returned  to  every  subordi- 
nate Association.  The  Metropolitan  and  each  County  Fund 
might  possibly  also,  by  laying  by  and  accumulating  a small 
proportion  of  the  Contributions,  or  by  specific  Subscriptions 
for  the  purpose,  be  enabled  to  erect  a Building  for  the  general 
purposes  of  the  Society,  and  which  might  serve  also  as  a 
standing  Monument  of  the  continuing  recollection  of  the 
departed  Princess.  There  being  already  several  Charities  of 
the  above  description  existing  in  the  Metropolis,  (some  of 
which  are  of  considerable  extent,  though  they  all,  in  their 
printed  reports,  unite  in  lamenting  their  great  inefficiency, 
in  point  of  pecuniary  means,  to  meet  the  very  distressing 
extent  of  wretchedness  and  want  which  presses  upon  their  ob- 
servation,) it  would  not  be  considered  derogatory  to  the  Memory 
of  the  departed  Princess,  that  the  influence  of  her  Name 
should  be  devoted  to  extending  and  perfecting  a work,  the 
foundations  of  which  have  obtained  for  those  who  laid  them, 
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more  exalted  dignity  than  the  throne  to  which  she  appeared 
to  have  been  born,  could,  unless  graced  by  like  acts,  have 
conferred  upon  her.  It  is  therefore  humbly  suggested  to  the 
Public,  that  a new  Subscription  should  now  be  opened,  the 
Subscribers  to  which  should  invite  the  Associations  already 
founded,  to  coalesce  under  some  general  designation  for  the 
above  purposes ; and  should  invite  also  the  formation  of  like 
Associations  throughout  the  Kingdom,  and  in  connexion  with 
the  General  Association  in  the  Metropolis.  In  case  individuals 
of  sufficient  consequence  and  influence  in  society  should  be 
disposed,  upon  the  Author’s  suggestion,  communicated  as  it 
will  be  to  them  by  the  gratuitous  presentment  of  copies  of 
this  his  humble  production,  to  become  Contributors,  he  hum- 
bly tenders  his  services  (however  interfering  with  his  profes- 
sional avocations)  as  the  medium  of  collecting  and  communi- 
cating offers  of  Contributions,  and  convening  a Meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  forming  a Committee,  and  determining  upon 
ulterior  proceedings.  Should  the  Author’s  suggestion  fail 
in  effecting  it’s  general  object,  he  will  nevertheless  be 
content  to  be  considered  presumptuous  in  having  made  it, 
whilst  he  shall  continue  to  enjoy  the  self-gratification  of  having 
at  least  endeavoured  to  do  good  in  his  generation ; and  to 
which  he  would  add  the  hope,  that  possibly  it  may  prove 
the  means  of  adding  numbers  to  the  Associations  of  the

PREFACE. 


In  order  to  render  this  small  work  further  commemor- 
ative of  her  whose  loss  it  deplores,  it  has  been  con- 
sidered right  to  preface  the  Poem  with  a few  leading 
particulars  relative  to  the  deceased  Princess,  to  which 
are  subjoined,  a few  observations  on  the  subjects  treated 
of  in  the  Poem. 

The  Princess  was  daughter  and  only  child  of 
George  Augustus  Frederick,  Prince  of  Wales,  and 
Regent  of  the  United  Kingdom,  by  his  marriage  with 
Caroline  Matilda  of  Brunswick  Wolfenbuttle, 
solemnized  at  Saint  James’s  Chapel  Royal,  on  the  8th  of 
April,  1795.  She  was  born  on  the  7th  of  January,  1796 ; 
and  presented  at  Court  for  the  first  time  on  the  18th  of 
May,  1815.  Her  first  interview  with  the  Prince  of Saxe- 
Cobourg  was  in  the  summer  of  1814,  (being  the  period 
of  the  visit  of  the  Emperor  of  Russia  and  King  of 
Prussia  to  this  Kingdom,)  to  whom  she  was  married 
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on  the  2nd  of  May,  1816  ; on  which  occasion.  Parlia- 
ment, with  it’s  accustomed  liberality,  voted  to  them 
50,000  a-year  for  their  joint  lives  and  for  the  sur- 
vivor, with  a separate  annual  allowance  of  £ 10,000  to 
her,  and  the  sum  of  ^60,000  for  their  out-fit;  and 
purchased  Claremont  mansion  and  estate  for  their  resi- 
dence. She  was  delivered  of  a still-born  male  child  on 
Wednesday,  the  5th  of  November,  1817,  at  midnight, 
and  died  at  half-past  two  on  the  morning  of  the  6th,  to 
the  inexpressible  grief  of  the  Nation.  Her  remains,  with 
those  of  her  Child,  were  interred  in  the  royal  vault  under 
Saint  George’s  Chapel,  at  Windsor  Castle,  on  the  19th 
of  November,  1817. 

On  her  death,  the  Nation  went  into  the  deepest  mourn- 
ing, in  point  of  dress,  as  it  equally  did  in  point  of  feeling 
and  affliction.  The  City  of  London  abstained  from  the 
festivities  customary  at  the  particular  period.  All  shops 
were  half  closed  until  after,  and  wholly  so  on  the  day  of 
the  funeral,  which  was  kept  throughout  the  metropolis 
and  the  kingdom  in  the  same  manner  as  a Sunday,  with 
this  only  difference,  that  every  place  of  divine  worship 
was,  without  exception,  crowded  to  excess,  and  every 
countenance  was  that  of  one  grieving  for  the  loss  of  the 
most  beloved  relative.  The  public  prints  abstained 
from  every  other  topic  but  the  praises  of  and  lamen- 
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tations  for  the  deceased,  and  in  suggestions  consolatory 
to  the  feelings  of  the  Nation,  in  which  every  provincial 
account  vied  in  fervour  and  zeal ; and  the  press  teemed 
with  the  publication  of  the  most  excellent  sermons  and 
discourses  that  were  delivered  on  the  occasion.  And 
although  it  would  be  foreign  to  the  present  purpose, 
as  well  as  endless,  to  cite  extracts  from  such  publications, 
yet  the  author  trusts  he  will  stand  excused  in  citing  a 
paragraph  from  one  of  the  public  papers,  which  occurs 
to  him  as  summing  up  the  effect  of  them  in  a most  con- 
solatory and  instructive  manner. 

“ We  have  given  in  our  preceding  columns  a very  full 
“ and  particular  account  of  the  funeral  obsequies  of  our 
(c  lamented  Princess.  It  was  well  said  by  an  eloquent 
Divine  on  this  melancholy  occasion,  that  ‘ in  these 
C£  national  feelings  we  learn  great  lessons — in  events  like 
“ these,  our  passions  instruct  our  reason.’  And  it  may  be, 
tc  that  the  numerous  and  weighty  and  eloquent  discourses, 
ce  which  in  the  day  of  general  mourning  were  delivered 
Ci  from  the  pulpit,  falling  on  minds  already  prepared  and 
“ softened  by  a virtuous  sympathy,  may  create  more 
“ deep  and  lasting  reflections  on  our  true  duties,  and  our 
<c  solid  interests,  than  would  have  occurred  to  us  during 
<c  years  of  uninterrupted  prosperity.  If  what  we  have 
“ lately  felt  and  heard,  shall  have  tended  to  invigorate 
“ sound  and  truly  English  principles,  even  the  present 
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“ blighting  of  our  hopes  may  become  the  promise  of  a 
“ new  spring  to  our  greatness;  and  she  who  should  have 
ee  lived  as  our  earthly  Queen,  may,  by  the  happy  influ- 
“ ence  of  her  virtues,  live  in  our  memory  as  a ministering 
“ Angel.” — ( BaldwyrCs  Weekly  Journal.) 

Nor  can  the  Author  refrain  from  introducing  the 
notice  of  the  event  made  by  the  learned  and  elegant 
Mr.  Roscoe,  of  Liverpool,  in  his  opening  lecture  at 
The  Royal  Institution  for  the  Encouragement  of 
Arts,  Sciences , and  Letters , established  in  that  popu- 
lous and  public-spirited  place,  justly  describing  it  as  an 
event,  which  had  mingled  the  tears  of  the  Father  and 
the  Prince,  with  those  of  the  Husband  and  the 
People.” 

The  writer  of  the  Poem  was  induced,  by  the  profane 
and  disloyal  publications  which  have  for  a considerable 
time  past  disgraced  the  Press,  to  enter  upon  points  which 
some  may  possibly  consider  irrelevant  upon  such  an 
occasion.  He  trusts,  however,  they  will  be  otherwise 
considered  by  reflecting  persons,  or  that  he  will  stand 
excused  for  having  done  so,  with  reference  to  the  de- 
sign he  entertained,  of  rendering  the  event  intended  to 
be  commemorated,  an  occasion  of  raising  his  humble 
voice  on  the  side  of  loyalty,  order,  and  religion;  and 
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in  recognition  of  the  well-earned  title  of  those,  whose 
counsels  have  wrought  out  the  deliverance  of  the 
country  under  circumstances  the  most  hopeless  and 
appalling,  to  its  gratitude,  confidence,  and  respect. 

To  what  has  been  observed  in  the  preceding  Adver- 
tisement, on  that  part  of  the  Poem  which  relates  to  the 
proposed  Charity,  the  Author  has  but  to  add  his  hope, 
that  the  suggestion  will  not  be  the  less  regarded  from 
the  circumstance  of  its  having  thus  proceeded  from  a 
humble  individual.  In  this  hope  he  is  encouraged  by 
the  recollection  of  the  eminent  patronage  which  the  sug- 
gestion in  favour  of  the  suffering  Germans  received,  and 
which  raised  an  equally  humble  individual,  from  whom 
it  proceeded,  together  with  those  sympathizing  and  bene- 
volent characters  who  adopted  it,  to  the  proudest  of 
all  distinctions, — that  of  having  their  names  inscribed 
amongst  the  benefactors  of  mankind. 

As  it  became  necessary  also,  according  to  the  view 
taken  of  the  late  lamented  event  in  the  course  of  the 
Poem,  to  introduce  various  scriptural  allusions  and 
points  of  doctrine,  an  Appendix  of  Scripture  References 
is  added,  in  confirmation  and  illustration.  In  collecting 
from  so  copious  and  rich  a mine,  the  only  difficulty  has 
been  to  keep  within  moderate  compass.  Much  gratifi- 
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cation  will  be  found  by  any  one  who  will  take  the 
trouble  to  turn  to  and  attentively  peruse  the  passages 
referred  to  ; and  not  only  will  it  afford  a most  interesting 
and  gratifying  employment  to  complete  the  References 
now  adduced,  by  the  addition  of  such  as  have  for  the 
sake  of  brevity  been  necessarily  excluded,  but  whosoever 
will  do  so,  will  not  fail  to  find  himself  greatly  advanced 
in  the  knowledge  and  influence  of  those  sacred  truths, 
upon  which  his  condition,  after  a short  and  uncertain 
pilgrimage  in  the  wilderness  of  this  world,  will  depend 
throughout  the  endless  ages  of  eternity. 

The  several  traits  of  character  and  anecdotes  regard- 
ing the  late  Princess  introduced  into  the  Poem,  are  all 
too  well  known  to  need  further  comment.

alty.— Character  of  the  reigning  Monarch,  92  to  110. — Happy  prospect 
of  the  birth  of  a Prince. — Character  of  the  Princess  Charlotte  in  various 
points  of  view,  and  introducing  (amongst  others)  an  interesting  anecdote 
related  of  her  by  the  late  Bishop  Porteus,  111  to  198. — The  ways  of  Pro- 
vidence mysterious;  and  all  events,  even  death  itself,  subject  to  and 
governed  by  it;  and  observations  on  the  uncertainty  of  life,  199  to  236. — 
Death  of  the  Princess  and  Child,  and  grief  of  Britain,  237  to  250. — 
Porteus’s  prayer  considered  as  prophetic  of  same,  251  to  273. — Spiritual 
improvement  of  same,  274  to  299. — The  day  of  the  funeral  kept  sacred, 
and  invocation  for  mercy,  300  to  323.

to  575,  and  commends  the  study  of  the  sacred  Scriptures,  576  to  596. — 
Conclusion,  in  recommendation  of  loyalty,  religion,  and  virtue ; and  of 
the  proposed  Charity,  as  an  earnest  of  the  sincerity  of  our  determination 
to  pursue  them,  597  to  end. 
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What  chequer’d  fates  have  hung  o’er  Britain’s  isle, 
Bj  woes  depress’d,  again  by  hope  reliev’d, — 

The  awful  lessons  which  arise  from  these. 

But  chiefly  that  most  sudden  shock  which  now 
Speaks  home  to  ev’ry  bosom,  and  has  rous’d 
More  poignant  feelings  than  all  former  griefs. 

In  sad  remembrance  of  the  mourn’d  event 
Be  now  the  effort  of  a weeping  Muse. 

Long  was  thy  struggle,  Britain,  to  protect 
Thy  liberties,  and  those  of  all  mankind,  10 

’Gainst  principles  that  threaten'd  to  destroy 
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All  order,  liberty,  and  social  ties  ; 

And  arduous  as  long  : for  in  his  train 
Disorder’s  fiend  had  leagu’d  all  Europe’s  bands. 

And  vow’d  thy  desolation ; nor  could  aught 
Have  sav’d  thee,  but  an  over-ruling  pow’r 
Which  interpos’d  it’s  mighty  arm  in  aid. 

And,  seeming  to  approve  thy  noble  stand. 

And  owning  thee  it’s  champion,  turn’d  the  scale, 

And  taking  from  his  banner  Europe’s  hosts  20 

Rang’d  under  thine,  and  spake  at  Waterloo 
This  lesson  to  mankind  : — Let  none  henceforth 
Presume  to  glory  but  in  virtue’s  cause. 

Nor  any  shrink  from  that  howe’er  oppos’d.” 

Then  had’st  thou  peace,  O Britain,  and  well  might’st 
Have  hop’d  attendant  bliss  with  plenty  crown’d  : 

But  no  !■ — that  peace  thy  matchless  valour  won 
Cover’d  the  seas  with  rivals  to  thy  trade. 

And  left  thee  starving  multitudes  : — but  this 
No  longer  did  endure  than  serv’d  t’evince,  30 

That  Britain’s  trade  no  more  need  rivals  fear. 

Than  tyrants’  impotent  decrees  and  fires. 
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Which  doubling  the  demand,  but  caus’d  her  smile. 

As  now  at  competition’s  hopes.  But  scarce 
Had  genial  seasons  and  reviving  trade 
Pour’d  plenty  o’er  the  land,  than  Treason  fell 
Rear’d  high  it’s  hideous  front — the  offspring  vile 
Of  lawless  faction  and  a wanton  press. 

The  ceaseless  cry,  retrenchment  and  reform,” 

(Though  granted  far  as  justice  could  allow,  40 

Or  prudence  sanction,)  fain  would  have  decreed 
The  statesman — warrior — public  creditor — 

To  sev’ral  degradation,  though  confest 
Their  plans — their  valour — and  their  lib’ral  aids 
Had  sav’d  the  state — nay  Europe, — and  had  bound 
The  tyrant  to  the  rock,  the  vulture’s  prey. 

Thus  these  reformers  would  have  realiz’d 
That  gloomy  picture  of  the  warrior’s  fate. 

Which  once  a feeling  bard  (thus  glowing)  drew : —

“ In  battle  lopt  away,  with  half  their  limbs, 

“ Beg  bitter  bread  through  realms  their  valour  sav’d, 

“ If  so  the  tyrant  doom.”  And  who,  I’d  ask. 

Are  now  the  tyrants  ? — those  who  lightly  hold

Who,  fraught  with  selfish  ends  and  base  designs. 
Forgot,  or  misinterpreted  the  claims 
Of  statemen  to  a nation’s  gratitude. 

For  next  to  miracles  in  it’s  defence. 

And  in  an  issue,  the  reverse  of  that 
Bj  them  so  oft  predicted, — jet  complain’d 
That  such  a struggle  had  incurr’d  a cost ; 

And,  culling  poison  from  each  act  of  state. 

Rais’d  through  the  land  (as  Pharaoh’s  magi  skill’d) 

A pestilence  political,  and  sent  70 

Their  readj  converts  forward  to  a fate 
Themselves  secure  avoided  : All  their  hope 
(If  prosp’rous,  and  when  danger  should  be  o’er,) 

To  be  the  chosen  guardians  of  the  realm  ; 

Or,  led  bj  lower  and  more  sordid  views. 

To  riot  in  it’s  spoil — their  base  reward. 
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Thus  had  the  state,  alas,  retrac’d  it’s  steps  ; 

It’s  toils,  it’s  vict’ries,  and  the  credit  due 
To  it’s  privations,  basely  set  aside ; 

Gone  back  to  principles  which  constitute  80 

Political  perdition  ; and  exchang’d 

It’s  gold  for  dross,  it’s  glory  for  it’s  shame; 

And  (worst  of  all)  it’s  heroes  for  a race 
Of  valour’s  recreants  : but  happily. 

By  wisdom  crush’d,  such  machinations  fail’d. 

And  what,  O scaffold,  had  thy  numbers  been 
Of  victims,  but  that  mercy  fill’d  the  throne 
And  due  distinctions  made ; condemning  most 
Those  who  no  mercy  knew,  those  men  of  blood. 

Who,  Xerxes-like,  collected  all  the  host,  90 

But  ’scap’d  like  him  by  hiding  in  the  rear. 

Learn  hence,  O Britain,  to  appreciate 
Duly  the  blessings  of  a peaceful  state  : 

Let  not  unbridled  passions  bear  the  sway. 

Nor  mad  ambition  ; but  thy  only  aim 
Be  peace,  continued  peace  ; and  sanctified 
By  all  the  peaceful  virtues,  and  the  growth

Of  true  religion,  and  the  light  of  truth. 

Rally  then  round  thy  aged  Monarch’s  throne, 

(Well  titled  Patriot  King,”)  and  watchful  keep  JOG 
That  sure  palladium  of  thy  liberties. 

Thy  virtues,  and  thy  bliss  ; which  long  has  pour’d. 

In  the  bright  pattern  of  a virtuous  reign, 

(As  from  the  orb  of  day,)  the  light  and  heat 
Of  virtue  and  religion  through  the  land ; 

Nor  through  the  land  alone,  but  through  the  world. 

As  witness’d  by  the  sacred  word  of  truth 
Spread  o’er  the  globe,  as  waters  o’er  the  sea. 

At  this  the  blow  was  aim’d,  but  this  secur’d 

Seem’d  to  pronounce  an  end  to  all  thy  woes.  110 

Nor  seem’d  the  blessing  single,  which  kind  heav’n 
Intended  for  this  highly  favor’d  isle : 

Treason  remov’d — the  nation  joyful  heard 
It’s  consolation,  in  Ihe  near  approach 
Of  birth  to  one,  in  whom  it’s  hopes  were  fix’d 
To  keep  it’s  sceptre  in  a British  hand  : 

Nor  less  the  mother,  than  th’  expected  child. 

The  object  of  the  nation’s  pride  and  love ; 
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By  nature  and  by  education  form’d 

To  sway  the  sceptre  for  her  country's  good,  120 

And  with  just  notions  of  her  people’s  rights. 

Where  was  thy  fear,  O Britain,  that  by  her 
Into  ambition’s  wars  thou  had’st  been  plung’d. 

Or  sacrific’d  thy  bliss  to  regal  pride  ? 

By  her  who,  only  aiming  to  do  right. 

Follow’d  the  native  dictates  of  her  heart; 

By  her  who,  though  state  wisdom  deem’d  it  fit. 

In  education  of  the  kingdom’s  heir. 

To  place  strict  limits  to  a mother’s  rights. 

Burst  the  restraints  of  worldly  policy,  130 

(In  amiable  weakness  over  come, ) 

And  gave  to  nature  all  the  daughter’s  heart. 

Could  foreign  thrones  in  prospect  tempt  her  hand  ? 
No  ! she  consider’d  Britain’s  throne  enough; 

And  in  itself  more  bright  than  so  alloy’d — 

Importing  splendour  to  the  sun— she  sought 
One  ot  a royal  line,  whose  only  throne 
Should  be  her  own,  and,  until  then,  her  love. 
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Thus  free  from  foreign  influence  had’st  thou  been. 

And  all  thy  happiness  had  been  thy  own,  140 

And  such,  O Britain,  been  thy  golden  days. 

Did  the  bright  splendours  of  a court  attract 
Her  youthful  mind  ? — this  Claremont’s  bow’rs  deny. 
Mix’d  with  her  people  in  their  humblest  sphere. 

She  learnt,  the  cottage  could  as  much  impart 

Of  bliss,  as  palaces  or  thrones ; and  thence 

Found  that  enjoyment  only  could  consist 

In  scenes  domestic,  and  the  mind’s  employ 

To  glean  all  useful  knowledge,  and  to  wean 

Her  hopes  from  earth,  and  fix  them  on  her  God.  150 

An  early  presage  of  a virtuous  mind. 

By  nature’s  own  simplicity  assur’d, 

Porteus  the  meek,  the  learn’d,  as  follows  told 
Of  this  our  lov’d  Princess,  (of  whom  ’tis  sweet 
To  trace  each  lovely  feature  of  her  mind)  : — 

cc  Once  on  a visit  to  the  Royal  Child, 

" Whom  much  I lov’d,”  (and  Porteus  thou  could’st  love 
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Nothing  but  virtue  e’en  in  royalty,) 

" She  told  me  her  physicians  bade  her  go 
“ To  Southend’s  shore,  to  breathe  it’s  healing  air  ; 160 
€S  To  which  replying  that  she  then  would  be 
“ Within  my  diocese — on  bended  knees 
The  Royal  Supplicant  my  blessing  crav’d  : 
f‘  Touch’d  by  th’  affecting  scene,  my  hands  convey’d 
The  ready  blessing,  and  my  secret  pray’r 
Went  up  to  heav’n,  that  such  an  early  hope 
“ Of  future  goodness,  long  might  live  to  bless 
" A nation  happy  in  a virtuous  Queen.” 

Nor  fail’d  the  blessing;  for,  in  riper  year9 — 
Growing  in  favor  both  with  God  and  man — 170 

She  walk’d  as  if  ’midst  disembodied  souls ; 

v 

No  exaltation  seeing  but  in  worth. 

No  rank  but  in  humility,  she  learnt 
To  condescend  to  those  of  low  estate : 

Relieving  first  their  temp’ral  wants,  and  next 
Their  spiritual,  she  gave  the  sacred  Book  ; 

And  as  th’  embassadress  of  Him  from  whom 
Each  good  and  perfect  gift  alone  proceeds. 
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She  wrote  therein  ( the  more  to  recommend 
It  s sacred  study)  the  endearing  words — 180 

From  your  Friend  Charlotte/* — (friend  to  all  in 

[Christ). 

So  fraught  with  virtue  and  each  Christian  grace* 
And  walking  with  the  husband  of  her  choice 
In  Claremont’s  Eden*  (type  of  that  in  which 
She  nurtur’d  heav’nly  plants*  and  ate  the  fruit 
Of  that  blest  tree  which  endless  life  bestows*) 

Well  might  our  lovely  Saint  in  rapture  deem 
Herself  the  happiest  woman  in  the  realm. 

Nor  did  her  virtues  stand  the  test  alone 
Of  prosp’rous  days*  scarce  tempted  to  do  wrong,  190 
But  in  the  greatest  suff’ring  that  could  hap’* 

She  gave  no  way  to  grief ; but,  firm  in  faith* 

And  dignified  in  sentiment*  she  said* 

I am  content — for  *tis  the  will  of  God.” 

To  such  a one  an  earthly  crown  could  yield 
No  splendour — but  from  her  it’s  own  derive  ! 

And  well*  O Britain*  might  thy  warmest  hopes 
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In  her  be  centred  for  thy  future  bliss  ! 

Had  any  one  assum’d  a prophet’s  tongue. 

To  certify  how  soon  thou  should’st  have  lost  200 

This  object  of  thy  hopes — thou  had’st  replied. 

Sure  it  can  never  be  that  Providence 
Can  raise  such  prospects  only  to  destroy  ! — 

But  dark  and  secret  are  it’s  ways,  and  seem 
Intent  to  teach  whole  nations  at  a time. 

In  quick  succession  thus  it  has  of  late. 

By  war — by  famine — treason — and  by  each 

Alternative,  peace — plenty — order,  striv’n 

To  cause  to  blazon  on  the  minds  of  all 

These  awful  truths  : — That  all  things  are  of  God  ; 210 

That  he’s  a jealous  God,  and  will  be  known  ; 

Nor  only  known,  but  fear’d — rever’d— and  lov’d. 

As  to  the  sea’s  proud  waves,  though  tempests  rage. 

His  mighty  word’s  a shore  they  can’t  transgress  ; 

So,  though  the  people  rage,  or  satan  wreak 
His  ills  on  man,  or  kings  together  take 
Their  counsel,  they  but  execute  His  will  ; 

And  if  beyond  they  madly  seek  to  go. 

He  in  derision  holds  their  vain  attempts. 
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And  laugheth  them  to  scorn.  E’en  death  itself  220 
Is  not  allied  to  chance,,  howe’er  it  come. 

But  from  his  soy ’reign  will  alone  proceeds. 

From  Death’s  fell  scythe,  no  age,  no  rank’s  secure ; 
The  weightiest  reasons  for  forbearance  seem 
T’  invite  the  most  his  arbitrary  stroke  : 

No  certain  laws  the  sullen  tyrant  bind. 

Capricious  in  his  aim,  unless  indeed 

His  object  be  to  strike  where  most  the  blow 

Shall  cause  surprise,  regret,  and  widest  woe. 

But  few  comparatively  reach  great  age,  230 

Nor  they  perhaps  but  for  the  contrast’s  sake. 

To  shew  more  strong  th’  uncertainty  of  life 
In  those  who  earlier  die.  How  oft,  alas  ! 

Parents  survive  their  offspring  : — Oft  the  babe 
Dies  in  it’s  mother’s  womb — nor  dies  alone. 

But  of  it’s  mother  makes  a victim  too. 

Such  fates,  O Charlotte,  and  O royal  babe  ! 

Were  your’s — nay  our’s — and  plac’d  the  nation’s  hopes 
In  dread  eclipse.  Our  tender  lamb,  whom  late 
We  nurtur’d,  and  from  whom  we  fondly  hop’d  240 
A race  of  British  kings,  hath  breath’d  her  last. 
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Nor  left  her  infant  to  console  our  loss ; 

Both  soar’d  aloft  regardless  of  our  pangs. 

And  grieving  Britain  wish’d  to  follow  too. 

Each  felt  the  loss  peculiarly  his  own ; 

’T  was  as  the  consternation  Egypt  felt. 

When  the  destroyer  smote  in  ev’ry  house 
It’s  first-born  son,  and  wailing  fill’d  the  land  : 

’Tis  as  a mighty  gap,  a breach  through  which 

May  rush  upon  us  ills  without  controul.  250 

O that  thy  pray’r,  blest  Porteus,  had  prevail’d. 
Nor  been  so  much  at  variance  with  th’  event; 

What  pangs  had  been  to  weeping  Britain  spar’d  ! 

But  now  ’tis  seen,  how  heav’n  in  mercy  hides 
From  man  it’s  prescience  of  his  future  fate. 

Say,  while  the  sacred  priest  the  blessing  gave, 

(Now  realiz’d  for  her  in  realms  above,) 

Why  was  his  fervent  pray’r  in  secret  ” * breath’d. 

And  why  from  her  the  grateful  sounds  withheld. 

Their  theme  her  glory,  and  her  future  throne  ? 260 

Was  it  that  then  th’  inspiring  pow’r  had  ceas’d.

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One  blessing  gave,,  and  then  could  add  no  more 
Than  Isaac  could  to  Jacob’s,  none  being  left 
For  grieving  Esau  ? truly  none  beyond 
Those  of  which  earth’s  best  gifts  are  but  the  types  : 

Or  did  the  prophet  thus  in  myst’ry  wrap 
His  sad  foreknowledge  of  her  early  fate  ? 

( Like  Caiaphas,  predicting  one  must  die,*) 

Praying,  but  not  pronouncing,  as  in  hope. 

That  so  the  blessing  just  pronounc’d  on  her,  270 

If  haply  heav’n’s  just  wrath  might  be  appeas’d. 

Which  Britain’s  sins  (not  her’s)  had  long  provok’d. 
Through  her  (her  life  being  spar’d)  might  bless  the 

[realm. 

Then  think  ye  not  death  blindly  gave  the  stroke — 
’Twas  His  permission  who  had  giv’n  her  life : 

The  cause  no  doubt  our  chastisement  for  sin ; 

T’  imprint  on  ev’ry  heart  the  fear  of  death. 

Our  wand’ring  minds  from  earthly  things  to  draw. 

And  fix  on  heavenly, — nay,  perhaps  to  lead 

Those  whom  the  splendours  of  a court  surround,  280

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(Needing,  alas,  too  much  affliction’s  pow’rs, ) 

To  fix  their  better  hopes  on  heav’nly  thrones ; 

To  feel  their  nothingness,  compar’d  to  Him 
Who  gave  their  crowns,  and  reigns  through  all  expanse. 
Where  utmost  swiftness  would  in  ages  fail 
To  pass  the  borders  or  the  outmost  gate ; 

And,  weighing  these  great  truths,  themselves  to  make 
No  less  in  virtue  than  in  station  high  : 

Thus  humbly  imitating  Him  from  whom 

All  goodness  flows,  who  no  distinction  knows  290 

But  in  such  imitation — to  descend 

From  worldly  pomp,  and  run  the  race,  with  e’en 

The  meanest  of  their  subjects,  for  the  crown. 

Attainable  by  all  (who  duly  run

Of  this  thy  early  death,  hail  happy  Saint ! 
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Devote’,  like  Curtius,  for  thy  country’s  good. 

And  shall  the  lesson  e’er  be  lost  on  us. 

For  whose  monition  so  much  worth  expir’d. 

And  fled  from  worldly  grandeur  ? Heav’n  forbid  ! 
Touch’d  by  it’s  liveliest  sense  the  nation  weeps. 

And  piously  to  God  devotes  the  day 
On  which  the  last  obsequies  take  place : 

The  churches  fill  with  crowds  unknown  before — 

The  pearly  drops  bedew  each  mournful  cheek — 310 

And  pious  vows  are  breath’d  from  ev’ry  lip 
To  profit  by  the  warning,  and  apply 
The  sacred  lesson.  And  do  thou,  O God  ! 

Behold  a prostrate  nation,  and  vouchsafe 
A merciful  reply ; as  once  thou  didst. 

By  Nathan  to  repenting  David,  say, — 

“ The  Lord  hath  put  away  thy  sins,  nor  will 

“ Enforce  the  stern  decree  by  him  pronounc’d 

" Against  a sinful  nation  and  O send 

Thy  gracious  Spirit  to  refresh  the  land,  32 0 

To  animate  it’s  piety,  and  cause 

All  those  who  thus  have  sanctified  the  day 

To  meet  their  Saint  in  realms  of  endless  bliss. 
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And  now,  O weeping  mourners,  bear  a while ; 
Improve  still  higher  this  day’s  sacred  theme. 

If  she,  whose  loss  you  grieve,  were  now  to  speak. 
Would  she  not  say  ? — O weep  no  more  for  me. 

Or  for  the  Prince  to  whom  by  death  I’m  join’d. 

For  we  are  happy  : Our  astonish’d  sights 
Behold  the  pierced  hands  and  feet  of  Him,  330 

Whose  condescension  and  whose  boundless  love 
Urg’d  Him  to  leave  these  realms  of  perfect  bliss. 
Assume  a human  form  in  humblest  state — 

Teach  man  his  duty,  and  the  will  of  God — 

And  expiate  by  death  upon  the  cross 

The  sins  of  the  whole  world — and  purchas’d  thus 

Immortal  honours  for  poor  fall’n  man. 

From  me  to  Him  then  turn  your  utmost  thoughts. 

On  Him  fix  all  your  love  and  all  your  hopes  : 

I but  the  debt  of  nature  paid,  and  though  340 

At  early  date,  ’twas  paid  for  earlier  bliss — 

For  which  I left  a world  of  pain  and  woe  : 

But  He  spontaneous  left  a world  of  bliss — 
e The  bosom  of  his  Father  and  his  God.’ 

Yet  though  for  you  he  suffer’d  so  much  pain. 
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For  which  jour  tears  could  ne’er  suffice  to  pay, 

‘ Weep  not  for  me  5 (says  he)  f but  for  yourselves.* 

This  sympathy  divine  then  make  your  own — 

Bemoan  your  sins,  amend  your  lives,  and  seek

Thus  shall  ye  best  have  kept  your  fast  for  me. 

Your  solemn  day  of  mourning, — thus  secur’d

’Tis  past  conjecture  ! — ’twas  her  own  impress 
In  secret  influence  on  my  inmost  soul 
That  caus’d  imagination  thus  to  speak. 

And  now  swells  into  sound  ; for,  lo,  a voice 

From  heav’n  descending  breaks  upon  my  ear,  360 

In  tones  seraphic  thrills  through  all  my  frame. 

And  speaks  attention — which  with  awe  I yield  : 

It  tells  me,  ’tis  the  voice  of  her  we ’ve  wept. 

Drawn  into  converse  by  a grateful  sense 
Of  these  our  pious  rites  on  her  behalf; 

Of  these  our  warm  attestings  of  her  worth ; 
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These  pledges  of  our  love;  in  kind  intent 
T’ assure  us  that,,  in  her  and  in  her  child. 

Our  utmost  hopes  are  realiz’d  in  bliss ; 

And  add  her  last  exhorts  : — In  silence  then,  370 

In  solemn  silence,  fellow-mourners,  list  ! 

And  mark  what  from  her  sainted  rest  she  speaks : — 

ct  Here  two-fold  bliss  is  ours — the  one  that  beams 
In  present  rajs — and  that  which  beams  in  hope. 
Consecutive  upon  that  last  dread  day 
When  worlds  in  judgment  shall  assembled  stand. 

But  though  with  awe  that  dreadful  day  we  ’wait, 

’Tis  awe  to  us  undreadful — awe  reliev’d 

By  faith’s  most  certain  ’ssurance  then  to  hear,  379 

With  ravish’d  ears,  those  rapt’rous  words,  f Well  done.’ 

And  how,  for  what  fwell  done’ — by  creatures  weak 

And  fallible  as  man — (may  well  be  ask’d 

With  vast  astonishment) — when  judg’d  by  Him 

Whose  life  on  earth  was  spent  in  doing  good. 

And  self-devotion  in  the  cause  of  truth  ; 

Who  calls  on  man  to  follow  in  his  steps. 

With  him  to  take  the  cross,  and  life  forego. 
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As  the  cheap  price  of  heav’n’s  eternal  smile : 

Again, — Whose  sacred  word  declares,  that  man 

For  ev’ry  idle  word  and  evil  thought,  390 

As  well  as  heinous  action,  shall  be  judg’d  : 

The  full  solution  through  the  Gospel  shines. 

When  man,  of  folly  sick,  begins  to  think. 

And  seeks  a peace  earth’s  empires  cannot  yield, 

Christ  the  returning  prodigal  receives 
With  open  arms,  and  pours  upon  his  soul 
Truth’s  light,  (as  once  on  Paul,  near  Joppa,  tranc’d); 
And  if  that  soul  respond  by  humble  faith. 

And  penitence  sincere,  and  firm  resolve. 

And  perseverance  in  the  paths  of  truth,  400 

(Best  prov’d  by  works  of  charity  and  love)  ; 

Humbly  relying  not  on  self-desert. 

But  on  th’  atoning  merits  of  it’s  Lord, 

And  on  the  Spirit’s  aid,  and  means  of  grace; 

Those  gracious  words  shall  blissful  welcome  give. 

And  heav’n’s  bright  host  shall  loudly  shout  their  joy. 
Again, — When  those  whom  early  culture  screens 
From  evil  courses,  and  inclines  to  good, 

(Thus  half  ensur’d  of  bliss,)  pursue  the  track 
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In  course  undeviate,  yet  in  humble  sense  410 

Of  imperfection,  and  in  humble  faith 

In  Christ’s  atoning  merits,  they  alike 

That  blest  pronouncement  on  imputed  worth 

Shall  joyous  hear — and  this  my  only  claim 

To  heav’nly  bliss  ; for  though  my  ev’ry  aim 

On  earth  were  innocence  and  pure  delights, 

1 centred  all  my  hopes  on  Him  alone 

Whose  suff’rings  sav’d  me,  and  whose  spirit  led. 

Nor  less  my  Babe’s  blest  hopes — though  snatch’d  away 
Unseen  the  light  of  nature  or  of  truth,  420 

Thus  born  at  once  th’ immediate  heir  to  bliss — 
f Of  such  ’ (said  Christ) f heav’n’s  kingdom  doth  consist;’ 
All  babes  alike,  in  weakness  and  desert. 

And  the  babe’s  innocence  requir’d  of  all : 

On  me  the  means  of  grace  alike  bestow’d. 

To  lead  to  bliss,  as  bliss  itself  on  him. 

What  further  bliss  shall  after  judgment  be 
Our  blest  reward,  ’till  then ’s  a mystery ; 

Assur’d,  howe’er,  that  far  it  shall  transcend 
Whatever  eye  hath  seen,  or  ear  hath  heard,  430 

A perfect  bliss,  yet  ever  on  increase.” 
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A pause  succeeded — broken  by  a sigh 
That  thrill’d  through  all  my  frame — but  sudden  check’d. 
In  heav’n’s  own  accents  thus  the  voice  resum’d  : — 

“ Go  tell  my  much  lov’d  Prince — for  ’tis  not  giv’n 
That  we  should  meet  ’till  death’s  befriending  stroke 
Shall  give  that  blessing,  lest  ( as  Dives  warn’d  ) 

The  exercise  of  faith  should  be  suspend  ’ 

By  stronger  proof  than  due  probation  suit ; — 

Go  then  and  tell  him,  that  from  hence  his  grief — 440 
His  frantic  grief — his  never  ceasing  groans — 

His  long  drawn  sighs  for  me,  his  much  lov’d  bride. 
Thus  early  snatch’d  away,  I’ve  seen,  I’ve  heard; 

And  sympathetic  motions  e’en  have  here. 

In  these  blest  regions,  touch’d  my  pitying  soul. 

Though  not  allow’d  to  last— where  joys  supreme 
On  ev’ry  side  engage — and  where  earth’s  woes 
Are  lost  in  views  of  bliss  to  which  they  tend. 

Bid  him  improve  th’  occasion  of  his  grief 

To  those  great  ends  which  tears  to  blessings  turn;  450 

From  earth  and  earthly  things  to  wean  his  hopes. 

And  fix  aloft  where  now  his  Charlotte  smiles : 
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Thus  sanctified  his  tears,  like  those  of  heav’n 
Which  fell  in  grief  at  man’s  corrupted  ways. 

And  drown’d  the  old  world  to  produce  a new. 

Bid  him  not  deem  unkind  the  short  delay 
Ere  heav’nly  comfort  giv’n,  but  thankful  be 
For  it’s  suspense  ’till  work’d  it’s  great  design. 

Grief’s  further  nature  and  intent  requir’d 

Some  period  short  to  prove  how  much  he  lov’d,  460 

And  further  prove  how  fitly  was  attun’d 

His  soul  to  all  the  feelings  which  adorn 

Humanity,  and  fit  it  for  these  realms, — 

Where  nought  but  purity  and  perfect  love 
(From  whence  his  grief  proceeds)  can  find  delight.

A mind  too  much  intent  on  worldly  good. 

Too  slightly  bent  on  heav’nly ; and  betrays 
A want  of  confidence  in  that  blest  Pow’r  470 

Who  over-rules  all  seeming  ill  to  good. 

“ Go  bid  him  comfort  take  : tell  him  that  heav’n 
Views  with  especial  favour  and  delight 
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The  virtuous  lives  of  princes — so  entic’d 
By  worldly  pomp  and  splendour,  to  depart 
From  virtue’s  paths,  and  due  allowance  makes 
For  such  their  obstacles  : but  when  their  aim. 

Their  ev’ry  aim  has  been  like  his,  to  live 
As  candidates  for  more  than  earthly  crowns,

And  ripen’d  for  the  skies, ) himself  shall  be 
Translated  to  these  realms,  ne’er-more  to  know 
Or  loss  or  grief,  but  live  for  ever  blest. 
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ff  And  O ye  pairs  on  earth  in  wedlock  join’d/' 

( Our  Saint  continued., ) ever  fix  your  thoughts 
On  Claremont’s  mansion,  and  late  happy  pair. 

Live  each  to  other  subjected  in  will. 

In  blissful  union.  Be  your  constant  care  500 

Your  love  to  keep  for  ever  on  increase. 

Ne’er  let  th’  impression  from  your  minds  depart 
That  Death’s  sad  summons  will  your  union  break. 

And  chiefly  bear  in  mind,  that  e’en  your  hopes 
Of  bliss  from  offspring,  equal  chance  contain 
Of  woe,  of  bitter  woe,  that  one,  nay  both. 

The  babe  and  mother,  may  be  snatch’d  away  ; 

Make  of  this  chance  the  cause  of  present  bliss.

Note — The  References  will  be  greatly  facilitated  by  the  insertion  of  sets  of  Index  Papers 
into  the  Bible  of  about  an  inch  in  width,  one  for  each  Book,  having  the  Title  marked  at 
the  outer  end,  and  lengthened  about  a quarter  of  an  inch  beyond  each  other,  so  that  the 
Title  of  each  Book  may  meet  the  eye  j and  dividing  them  into  Sets  for  insertion  at  different 
parts  of  the  Book,  viz. — • 

Set  1 , The  five  Books  of  Moses. 

— 2,  From  Joshua  to  2nd  Chronicles, 

— 3,  From  Ezra  to  Solomon’s  Songs, 

— 4,  The  Prophets  to  Daniel, 

— 5,  From  Hosea  to  Malachi,  Veach  inclusive.

— 7,  From  Romans  to  2nd  Thessalonians,

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Dividing  again  the  longer  Books  into  one  or  two  portions  by  means  of  narrower  Papers, 
having  written  at  the  outer  end  the  Number  of  the  Chapter  at  which  they  are  placed  j 
placing  Sets  3 and  8 at  the  lower  part  of  the  Book, — Set  5 and  the  Indexes  to  the  Chapters 
at  the  upper  part, — Set  4 in  the  centre  of  the  front, — Sets  1 and  6 at  the  upper,  and  Sets 
2 and  7 at  the  lower  part  of  the  front, — and  placing  the  whole  in  such  manner,  that  the 
whole  of  the  markings  may  meet  the  eye  by  spreading  the  Book  open  at  Isaiah.  Two  or 
more  of  the  shorter  Books  may  however  be  united  in  one  Index  Paper,  such  as  Obadiah 
and  Jonah, — Nahum  and  Habakkuk, — Zephaniah  and  Haggai, — Titus  and  Philemon, — 
1st  and  2nd  of  St.  Peter, — and  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  of  St.  John  and  St.  Jude.  The  Indexes 
placed  in  the  front  of  the  Book  should  be  of  length  sufficient  to  reach  to  the  back,  and  would 
be  more  convenient  if  fastened  to  the  inner  margin,  or  might,  to  prevent  too  great  a thick- 
ening towards  the  back,  be  fastened  to  the  outer  margin. 

By  the  assistance  of  these  Indexes,  it  will  scarcely  be  necessary  to  make  more  than  three 
turns  of  leaves  for  a Reference,  even  to  the  longest  Book  in  the  Bible.  And  by  having 
the  Appendix  interleaved  in  the  binding,  such  further  References  might  be  added,  or 
Observations  made,  as  might  occur.  Such  Indexes  would  also  serve  to  facilitate  the  study 
of  the  Scriptures  with  the  References  made  in  the  margin  of  the  larger  editions ; and 
which,  though  serving  greatly  to  illustrate  the  several  Passages,  are  perhaps  too  generally 
neglected  in  consequence  of  the  great  labour  of  turning  to  them. 

The  Author  cannot  quit  this  note  without  again  praying  of  his  Readers  a diligent  and 
attentive  perusal  of  the  Passages  referred  to  in  the  Appendix,  earnestly  trusting,  that  if 
any  of  them  may  previously  have  neglected  the  Sacred  Book,  the  cursory  gleaning  of  it’s 
Truths  presented  by  the  Appendix,  may  lead  them  to  that  more  regular  and  systematic 
study  of  it,  which  will  be  found  conducive  not  only  to  their  more  full  illustration,  but, 
what  is  of  far  higher  importance,  the  inculcation  of  them,  as  vital  principles,  upon  the 
heart,  the  energies  and  the  affections,  designated  in  Scripture  as  “ binding  them  upon  the 
‘ ‘ hands,  and  as  frontlets  between  the  eyes.” 
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
